Terror Alert Has Metro on Guard

Shaken by 
6.5 Quake 

PASO ROBLES, CALIF. I An earthquake rockcd 
California’s central coast Monday and shook 
the state from Los Angeles to San Francisco, 
collapsing downtown buildings in this small 
town and killing at least two people. 

The 11:16 a.m. quake — its magnitude 
measured at 6.5 — pitched the roof of Paso 
Robles’s 1892 clock tower building into the 
street, crushing a row of parked cars. 

It was the most powerful quake to strike 
California since a 7.1 quake rocked the desert 
near Joshua Tree more than four years ago. 
No one was killed in the 1999 quake. 

The main shock Monday was centered 
in a sparsely populated area about 11 miles 
north of the coastal town of Cambria. It was 
immediately followed by at least five after- 
shocks larger than 3.3, the biggest of which 
was estimated at 4.7, according to the U.S. 
Geological Survey. 

The quake rocked the federal courthouse 
in San Francisco, 165 miles northwest of the 
epicenter. People in downtown Los Angeles, 
185 miles southeast, felt a sustained rolling

On Sunday, the federal govern- 
ment raised the national terror- 
attack warning to “Code Orange,” 
its second-highest level, following 
warnings that al Qaeda may be 
plotting attacks during the holi- 
days. Homeland Security Secretary 
Tom Ridge said threat indicators are 


“perhaps greater now than at any 
point” since Sept. 11. 

Governors across the country 
offered the same basic message: 
Although residents should be vig- 
ilant, there was no specific threat 
against their communities and they 
should stick to their holiday plans.

Judge Halts Military Anthrax Shots 


Experimental drugs 
cant be forced upon 
troops, court rules 

WASHINGTON | The Pentagon must 
stop forcing servicemen and women 
to take the anthrax vaccination 
against their will, unless President 
Bush signs a special order, a judge 
ruled Monday. 

Millions of shots have been given 
and hundreds of service members 


have been punished for refusing 
them since the mandatory vacci- 
nations started in 1998. 

The judge ruled that the anthrax 
vaccinations fell under a 1998 law 
prohibiting the use of certain 
experimental drugs unless people 
being given the drug consent or 
the president waives the consent 
requirement. 

Congress passed the law fol- 
lowing fears that the use of such 
drugs may have led to unexplained 


illnesses among veterans of the 1991 
Persian Gulf War that have come to 
be known as Gulf War Syndrome. 

The Pentagon had no immedi- 
ate comment. 

Judge Emmet G. Sullivan of 
the United States District Court 
in Washington rejected the gov- 
ernment concern that military 
discipline would be harmed if 
courts intervene between sol- 
diers and their military superiors.

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN I Pakistan 
has questioned the founder of its 
nuclear program as part of its inves- 
tigations into whether any of its sci- 
entists have proliferated sensitive 
technology, the foreign ministry 
said Monday. 

Scientist Abdul Qadeer Khan is 
not in custody but was questioned 
in connection with “the ongoing 
debriefing sessions” of a “very 
small number of scientists,” min- 
istry spokesman Masood Khan 
said. Officials have declined to 
give details about the “in-house” 
investigations and what allega- 
tions the scientists faced. 

Pakistan’s government has 
strongly denied allegations it spread 
nuclear technology to countries such 
as Iran, North Korea and Libya but 
acknowledged Monday the possi- 
bility that scientists may have acted 
without authorization.

Bomb Kills 2 GIs in Iraq; 
Hunt for Rebels Persists 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Assailants detonat- 
ed a roadside bomb near a U.S. mili- 
tary convoy in Baghdad on Monday, 
killing two American soldiers and 
an Iraqi translator. 

Two other soldiers from the 1st 
Armored Division were wounded 
in the attack in Baghdad. 

Meanwhile, a U.S. commander 
said soldiers in Baghdad had cap- 
tured several top rebel leaders. 

“In this past week alone we have 
captured nine senior leaders in the 
former regime network,” Brig. Gen. 
Mark Hertling of the 1st Armored 


Division wrote in an e-mail to The 
Associated Press. “We have intel on 
about a dozen more, and we are pur- 
suing them,” Hertling added. 

In Moscow, Russian President 
Vladimir Putin told members of 
Iraq’s U.S. -appointed Governing 
Council that Russia was ready to 
write off more than half of the $8 
billion that Baghdad owes Moscow, 
its largest creditor. The debt is part 
of approximately $41 billion owed to 
the so-called Paris Club group.

Jurors met for three hours with- 
out reaching a decision; they were to 
resume deliberations Tuesday. 

Malvo, 18, was found guilty last 
week of murder in the killing of FBI 
analyst Linda Franklin. Malvo was 
17 at the time. 

Last month, a jury in Virginia 
Beach convicted Muhammad, 42, 
of murder and recommended the 
death penalty. 

During Malvo’s trial, his lawyers 
mounted an insanity defense, claim- 
ing indoctrination by Muhammad 
left him incapable of telling right 
from wrong. The jury rejected that 
defense, but it formed the basis of 
the attempt by Malvo’s lawyers to 
save his life in the penalty phase 
of the case. “Children are not born 


evil. When they commit evil acts, 
you can almost always trace the 
acts to the evil that has been per- 
formed against them,” defense 
attorney Craig Cooley said.

The company he founded in 1972, 
Second Chance Body Armor Inc., 
became the nation’s biggest supplier 
of bulletproof vests to law enforce- 
ment agencies.

Canadian Bank Pays $80M Over Enron 


WASHINGTON I A Canadian bank 
agreed to pay $80 million to set- 
tle regulatory allegations of help- 
ing Enron Corp. manipulate its 
finances and defraud investors, 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission announced Monday. 

Under the agreement, the 


Canadian Imperial Bank of 
Commerce is neither admitting or 
denying wrongdoing, the SEC said. 

The SEC said that between June 
1998 and October 2001, the bank 
and Enron structured 34 financ- 
ings as “asset sales” for accounting 
and financing reporting purposes. 


That allowed the energy giant to 
hide from investors and rating agen- 
cies the true extent of its borrow- 
ings, the SEC said. 

Enron used these loans to 
increase earnings by more than 
$1 billion, to increase operating 
cash flow by almost $2 billion 
and to avoid disclosure of more 
than $2.6 billion in debt, (ap)

Hail, 

Alan Moore’s graphic 
novels send up lurid 
adventure series 

COMICS I Even self-professed 
comic book ignorami have read 
Alan Moore — either his seminal, 
extraordinary “Watchmen,” or 
“From Hell,” both of which took 
comics to new levels. 

Moore’s “The League of 
Extraordinary Gentlemen,” the 
first volume of which was mangled 
into an unwittingly parodic action 
flick this summer, is headed, in the 
comic book, by Wilhemina “Mina” 
Murray (of “Dracula”) with Allan 
Quartermain (“King Solomon’s 
Mines,” et ah); Dr. Jeckyll/Mr. 
Hyde (from Stevenson’s novella); 
Captain Nemo (in his originally 
intended Verneian guise: a Sikh); 
and Hawley Griffin (of H.G. Wells’s 
“The Invisible Man”). 

Taking copyright-expired 
Victorian characters and clustering 
them into a league to fight villainy is 
not only an inspired notion, but the 
recipe for damn good adventure. 

In “Vol. 11” (DC Comics), beau- 
tifully illustrated by Kevin O’Neill, 
Martians land in the English coun- 
tryside, scorch the earth, form an 
unlikely alliance and move on to 
London. To the Nautilus, Nemo and 
Hyde! Mina and Quartermain go 
find Dr. Moreau, who has a pow- 
erful weapon. 



MARS ATTACKS: Moore’s vision of England at its peak of imperialist self-delusion 
(even when beset by super-villains and aliens) is scathing, touching and very funny. 


It makes for some fun reading, 
especially as the artwork is superb, 
with fantastically detailed large 
panels and a good deal of mature 
(sophisticated, although not pruri- 
ent) content. This is not a comic for 
children, even though its cliff hang- 
ing installments and bumpers play 
up the boyish delights of adventure 
narrative. 

Appended to the tale’s end is 
a long series of adventure stories 
reportedly unearthed by Mina, 
which gives Moore another chance 
to display his prose talents. 

While the ending to “Vol. 11” 
could be seen as predictable (with 
a “pertinent” twist), it’s still a dark 
piece of work: Many innocent 
Londoners die, and the overt skepti- 
cism about the motives and actions 
of those in power is evident. 

One superb element is the grand

It s Blood Simple 


BREAST CANCER I Research teams 
around the country are working on 
a blood test that could determine 
whether a woman has cancerous 
breast cells before the cells form a 
lump large enough to register on a 
mammogram. 

The science underlying this quest 
is called proteomics, a biotechnol- 
ogy that analyzes blood for signs of 
cancer. “Proteomics is trying to rec- 
ognize protein patterns — finger- 
prints in the blood or tissue — that 
tell the difference between someone 
with cancer and someone without 
cancer,” says Dr. Lori Wilson, a sur- 
gical oncology fellow at the John 
Wayne Cancer Institute. 


Early in the development of 
cancer, normal cellular process- 
es go awry, causing an overpro- 
duction of proteins that promote 
tumor growth. Proteomics uses a 
machine called a mass spectrometer 
to analyze proteins by identifying 
their molecular weight. 

Researchers at the John Wayne 
Cancer Institute have developed a 
blood test that — so far — correct- 
ly distinguishes between normal 
blood samples and samples indi- 
cating cancer 91 percent of the 
time. Other research groups have 


also devised blood tests with simi- 
lar accuracy rates; it’s too early to 
predict whose test will reach the 
market first, or when. 

Wilson and her colleagues have 
run their test on 300 women of all 
ages and ethnicities, with cancer 
and without. They hope to enroll at 
least 1,000 more women to better 
assess and refine the accuracy of 
the test. After giving a blood sample 
for the initial test, the women will 
be followed for seven to 10 years to 
determine their cancer incidence.

FITNESS I According to the 
U.S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission, more than 400,000 
ski and snowboard injuries were 
reported last year. But there are 
ways to reduce the risk. 

Good aerobic conditioning gives 
you more endurance, which lessens 
the likelihood of injury. “A lot of ski- 
ers will jog or bike, and some will 
just walk,” says Lonny Whitcomb, 
who oversees the ski patrol program 
for three Pennsylvania resorts and 
recommends doing about 30 min- 
utes of any one of these activities 
every other day. 

There are a number of plyometric 
exercises that are perfect for skiers. 
Plyometric exercises — ones that 
spring-load the muscles — help

skiers develop the quick, explosive 
power needed to control skis. Good 
exercises include jump squats and 
running up stairs. To avoid over- 


stressing the muscles, physical ther- 
apists recommend doing plyomet- 
rics only once a week. 

Plyometrics can help build strong 
thighs. That’s important because the 
thighs protect the knee, “which is 
probably the most injured joint 
while skiing,” says Steven Ehasz, 
an exercise physiologist at the 
University of Maryland. 

Skiers should also incorporate 
stretches and flexibility train- 
ing into their pre-trip workouts. 
Stretching immediately before 
getting on the mountain is impor- 
tant, because “tight muscles really 
invite injury,” ski patrol member 
Whitcomb says. He recommends 10 
minutes of stretching before skiing.

Sony’s all-in-one box 
debuts in Japan and 
fails to overwhelm 

G A M I N G I The perfect hybrid would 
embody the best of both worlds. But 
Sony Corp.’s PSX, touted as a “cross- 
over” between video -game machine 
and consumer electronics compo- 
nent, barely manages to be a mere 
sum of its parts. 

The PSX, which just went on sale 
in Japan, may sound like a good 
deal — it packs into one sleek box 
a DVD recorder, analog TV tuner 
and digital video and music player/ 
recorder along with a PlayStation2 
game console. 

The machine, planned for over- 
seas sales next year for a still unde- 
cided price, costs $920 in Japan for 
a 250 -gigabyte hard drive version, 
which can hold a few dozen movies, 
and $740 for a 160 GB model. 

The machine is considerably 
less attractive if you happen to be 
one of the nearly 63 million peo- 
ple in the world who already own 
a PlayStation2. One reason is the 
last-minute downgrade by Sony of 
some promised features. 

The PSX was supposed to handle 
three standards for DVD recorders: 
DVD-R, DVD-RW and DVD+RW. 



The Sony PSX doesn’t quite have it all. 
But it does contain a PlayStation2. 


But it won’t handle DVD+RW at a 
time when compatibility is increas- 
ingly in demand. The product also 
won’t process MP3 music files as 
had been promised. 

Sony officials say they merely 
ran out of time for fine-tuning 
to ship the PSX before the end- 
of-the-year shopping rush as they 
had promised. They say such fea- 
tures will be added through down- 
loads; the PSX is networked with a 
built-in Ethernet port. And they add 
that orders accepted at retailers in 
advance are going fine, although the 
company refused to disclose num- 
bers.

SINCE YOU ASKED 


Q My cable TV company is 
offering me a good deal on 
phone service. Should I ditch my 
traditional phone carrier? 

A More and more cable com- 
panies are breaking into the 
phone business with a technol- 
ogy that uses the Internet, rather 
than traditional phone lines, to 
route calls. It’s called Voice over 
Internet Protocol, or VoIP. 

The efficiencies involved are 
leading to some compelling deals. 
For example. Time Warner Cable 
lets customers in Raleigh, N.C., 
and Portland, Maine, make unlim- 
ited local and long-distance calls 
for $39.95 a month. 

The main advantage of using 
your cable company for phone 
calls is that you then have a single 


provider, and thus a single bill, 
for three significant household 
expenditures: premium TV, high- 
speed Internet and phone service. 

These generally will be pack- 
aged together at an attractive 
price, but it might not amount to 
any savings if you don’t make a lot 
of calls or don’t need high-speed 
Internet service. 

However, VoIP has an edge 
beyond price: it often includes 
new Web-based calling features, 
like the ability to check messages 
or set call-forwarding preferences 
online. 

The sound quality of voice- 
over-internet technology is get- 
ting quite good, but it can’t hurt to 
ask the cable company whether it 
can guarantee that service won’t 
suffer if the network is slowed by

AppraiserTiM LUKE of PBS’s “Antiques 
Roadshow” was online Monday to dis- 
cuss collecting toys for the holidays. 


What toys currently in circulation 
do you expect to become collect- 
ible in the future? 

This is a question that I receive 
a lot. My standard answer is that 
I am an appraiser but not an ora- 
cle. It is difficult to predict these 
things. The toys that have, over the 
course of the past 10 years, proven 
to increase in value are as follows: 
cast-iron mechanical banks, Steiff 
bears and French bisque dolls. 

We are restoring several antique 
rocking horses for individuals. How 
far would you recommend a good 
restoration go? We do not think 
they should ever look brand new. 

Correct. My rule of thumb is 
always preservation first — to 
preserve the wood, paint, leather, 
etc., in good condition to help keep 
the longevity of the piece. It should 
never look brand new. 

Do you think that shows like 
“Antiques Roadshow” actually hurt 
the value of certain collectible 
items? It seems people are pur- 
chasing things like action figures 
without any intention of playing 
with them, but keeping them only 
for their anticipated future value. 

Shows like “Antiques Roadshow” 
actually help the market overall 
because an informed collector can 
make better decisions in spotting 
trends within the market, how to 
collect and what to collect. 

As far as action figures and toys, 
due to the mass marketing nature 
of the toys produced in the millions 
today, it will take a long time for 
these items to appreciate in value. 
You may be looking at your great- 
grandchildren inheriting these 
action figures before they appre- 
ciate, in my opinion. The nature of 
toys increasing in value is due to 
three major characteristics — rar- 
ity, condition and desirability. These 
drive the prices of collectibles.
